When General Edward Martin be­ 
comes the warrior-Govemor of w ar­ 
time Pennsylvania, he will bring to 
that job perhaps more actual and 
practical knowledge of what war 
really is and what it means to all of 
us than any other man in the Com­ 
monwealth. 
For more than 40 years, Edward 
M artin’s job has been helping to win 
wars. Since 1898 that job has been 
a major part of his life. 
He has 
served in three conflicts from which 
our forces came victorious. He has 
served in 
the present war — his 
fourth — and he knows that in this 
one, too, the greatness of America 
can never be beaten. 
He has seen 
batties lost and wars won before. 
He has seen men die and has been 
wounded himself. He knows perhaps 
iletter than any other man what the 
nation's greatest Commonwealth can 
contribute 
toward 
victory. 
And, 
alcove all else, he knows how that 
contribution can be made best and 
most speedily. 
Edward Martin's first taste of 
w ar came when he was a college boy 
of 18, and quit his studies to join 
Pennsylvania’s Company K, 10th 
Volunteer Infantry. He went to the 
Philippines, where he served under 
General Arthur MacArthur, father 
of the national hero, General Doug­ 
las MacArthur. 
H i s most thrilling experience was 
shaking the hard of Governor H ast­ 
ings as the 10th 
Regiment left 
Harrisburg. 
“ Why, I hated to wash my hands 
after that,” the Republican candi­ 
date for Governor recalls. 
Young Edward Martin remem- 
l»ers vividly sailing from San F ra n ­ 
cisco with 3,boo fighting men aboard 
a convoy of four ships. Before the 
voyage ended, five of the men had 
been buried at sea. 
Two companies of the “ Fighting 
10th” were assigned to outpost duty 
at Corregidor. 
"Those Filipinos were tough fight­ 
ers,” he relates pridefully. “ But it 
was a fine sight that 1 11 never for­ 
get when we sighted Golden Gate 
on August I, 1899, on our return 
home. About one-eighth of our men 
didn’t come hack.” 
General Martin was discharged 
from the Army then as a Sergeant. 
He re-enlisted and was made a Lieu­ 
tenant in the National Guard on 
January 15, 1901. In 1905 he became 
a C aptain; in 1910, a Major, With 
.hat rank he saw service on the 
Mexican border with Pershing in 
1916. 
When the United States entered 
World W ar No. I in 1917, Edward 
Martin 
went 
overseas 
with 
the 
I Kith Regiment of the 28th Division. 
In September. 1918, he was pro­ 
moted to Lieutenant Colonel for 
“gallant and meritorious service," 
which consisted in having continued 
to lead .he# troops in battle a f ^ r 
being wounded at (Tntrmoot when 
a German shell demolished the head­ 
quarters where he was stationed. 
After the war. Martin was as­ 
signed fo tile
